Sinatra and Howard turn in 
thoroughly workmanlike per- 
formances and in support, 
Italian actors, Sergio Fantoni 
and Adolfo Celi, as Allied- 
sympathiser and Nazi-sym- 
pathiser respectively, are out- 
standing. Edward Mulhare, as 
well, gives a delicately wry 
performance as the Padré, 
forced to pose as a German 
officer—because he’s the only 
one of the escapees who can 
speak fluent German. 

BOXING DAY (morning): Son of 
Ali Baba (Tony Curtis, Piper 
Laurie), 1952.

UEEN OF HEARTS 
WITH A GRIP 
LIKE DESPERATE DAN 


by PETER GENOWER 


Last winter Danny La Rue broke all records at the Palace Theatre, Manchester, with his 


new pantomime, Queen of Hearts. And on Christmas Day, slapstick, 


laughs, drag and all, 


you can see a version of the show specially adapted for television. We went back-stage when 
Danny recorded it recently with Peggy Mount—and wondered, was 


IFTEEN years ago, Danny 

La Rue was making his 

living playing the loud- 

mouthed ugly sister in 
Christmas pantomime. Watch him 
in Queen of Hearts, the ITV 
Christmas Day panto, and if you 
think your sister is as beautiful, you 
should be so lucky. 

During the 90-minute show, he 
slips in and out of 12 dazzlingly- 
coloured gowns, varying from the 
extravagant dress he’s wearing on 
the opposite page, which looks as if 
it was fashioned out of thousands 
of butterfly wings, to a_ slinky 
orange number he wears for the 
grand finale—a dress worth £2,000 
and trimmed with £1,000 worth of 
fur. The costumes, which were 
specially designed for the panto- 
mime, cost £10,000. 

Danny recorded the show re- 
cently at the New Theatre, Oxford, 
in a whirlwind 13-hour day involv- 
ing two full-length rehearsals, 
before the audience piled in for the 
final camera recording. In the 
morning, while the technicians 
fixed cameras and lights in the 
empty theatre, the cast drifted 
about the auditorium puffing cig- 
arettes and drinking coffee while 
they waited for their cue. 

Alan Haynes, who used to part- 
ner Danny La Rue when they did 
their ugly sisters routine (they’ve 
done 14 pantos together) plays 
Mildred, Danny’s mother in the 
show. But at lla.m. nobody had 
really bothered about costumes, 
and he wandered on stage to do his 
first rehearsal in thick make up, 
black-rimmed spectacles, and a 
vivid orange dressing gown. 

Danny La Rue walked on, a half- 
pint of lager in one hand, in a 
flowery silk dressing gown, and the 
order buzzed around the theatre: 

no photographs of him 
until he’s properly 
dressed. “I’m like a 
magician who doesn’t 
want to give away his 

secrets,” he said. “Why 


should I destroy the illusion?” 

The side-splitting highlight of 
the show is the regulation slapstick 
scene in the palace bakery. They’re 
trying to bake the Queen of Heart’s 
tarts and it doesn’t need a lot of 
imagination to guess what happens 
with all that flour and water 
around. But to save the floor—and 
Danny La Rue’s carefully painted 
face—the rehearsal was conducted 
in a comical, slow-motion mime, 
minus custard pies, It was almost 
better than the real thing. 

After a ham salad lunch Danny 
got down to business, as the full 
dress-rehearsal began. His ability to 
change from one heavy, elaborate 
gown to another in seconds was un- 
believable. He wears each costume 
for about seven and a half minutes 
hopping off-stage to change like a 
chameleon from a tight-fitting sil- 
ver gown to a blue and white frilly 
Little Bo Peep outfit, as if he was 
swapping a pair of socks, 

The dress-rehearsal had the 
effect of winding up the entire 
company ready for the evening 
recording, You could sense them 
throwing away their gag lines, sav- 
ing up the precise timing and 
delivery which would have the 
audience in stitches in the evening. 
Twice during the dress run, Peggy 
Mount, who looked more like a 
Martian than the Queen of Spades, 
lost her enormous green spiky hat, 
one of the girl dancers came a 
cropper on the stage as she pranced 
into the wings, and as he glided off 
backstage after the finale, his 
dresser Andrew carefully lifting his 
train from the dusty floor, Danny 
was already looking decidedly tired. 

“Give me a minute or two.” he 
said, stripping to his tights and bra 
in the dressing room. “These cos- 
tumes weigh a ton. I’m just going 
to have a quiet cuppa.” 

Half an hour later he had his 
feet up on a chair, flowery dressing 
gown on, silver hair setting off his 
made-up face, and a cup of tea in 
his lap. “I need it for my throat,” 


he said. “Usually I drink Buck’s 
Fizz during a show—champagne 
mixed with orange juice—but we’re 
in and out of here today so I 
haven’t bothered to get any in.” 

For a long-winded show like this 
one he doesn’t take off his make up 
during the day. “It takes me half 
an hour to put it on in the morn- 
ing, and after that I do what I call 
a retouching job here and there— 
painting in bits, sharpening it up. 
No, I don’t have to shave more 
than once a day, I use theatrical 
make up which is thick enough to 
cover my stubble. Mind you, I have 
a very heavy growth. I could grow 
a beard in a week.” 

Danny is obstinately, but charm- 
ingly, reluctant to discuss the 
saucy, near-the-knuckle material in 
his shows, An example from 
Queen of Hearts: in the bakery 
slapstick scene, he does a beautiful 
take-off of Fanny Cradock, say- 
ing: “Girls, are you having trouble 
with your dumplings? Does your 
old man wake up in the night and 
fancy a little cracker?” 

“Innuendo?” said Danny, raising 
his eyebrows as innocently as you 
like. “What innuendo? Blue is in 
the eye of the beholder.” 


H E SHOOK hands with the 


rock-like grip of a Desperate Dan, 
and outside in the corridor, dancers, 
stagehands, and the show’s other 
star, Lenny the Lion with his 
tamer Terry Hall, rushed around 
getting ready for the recording. 
Upstairs, Alan Haynes had taken 
off his Queen Mother costume and 
put on an overcoat, his face still 
plastered with woman’s make up, 
including a mouth ringed with 
blood-red lipstick, “Just going out 
for a quiet bite to eat before the 
show,” he said. “Shan’t be long.” 
And off he went. 

Later, with the audience mumb- 
ling excitedly in their seats, the 
show began. And it went like a

dream. No chorus girls fell over. 
Peggy Mount’s hat stayed firmly 
on her head, and at the end, Danny 
La Rue took off his gown for the 
24th time and looked mighty re- 
lieved. It was the last time that 
particular set of costumes would be 
used, so what would happen to 
them? “I give a lot away—or we 
strip the fur off, dye it again, and 
use it on another dress.” 

It was 11p.m. and Danny hadn't 
eaten since midday. “I’m going 
out for a good steak and chips 
when I’m through,” he said. “Then 
it’s back home for a rest, and 
straight up to Yorkshire, to do 
another show at Batley. Then I’m 
back in the West End for a new 
show just before Christmas, It’s all 
go.” 
Danny won’t be working on 
Christmas Day—he’ll be spending 
his day off at his riverside home 
in Oxfordshire, near Henley-on- 
Thames. “I’ll be putting up my 
feet like everybody else, having @ 
drink and getting some Christmas) 
pud inside me.” But he won’t have 
stopped working, quite. “I shall 
be watching Queen of Hearts,” 
he said, “You have to strive for 
perfection in this business and you 
can only do that by watching 
yourself for mistakes, looking out 
for little things you can improve 
on. I'd probably be watching it 
anyway. It’s a good laugh.” 

Mistakes, however, will be @ 
little academic, For Danny re- 
cently announced that he was 
“hanging up his bra” and retiring 
from the drag business. He plans 
to switch to his earlier straight 
acting roles when the curtain goes 7 
down on his current stage show , 
in London. 

So Queen of Hearts will almos 4 
certainly be the last time you'll see 
the Queen of Drag in those expen- 
sive gowns. As Danny says: 
“There comes a time when a per- 
former says “This is it.’ I don’t 
want to be remembered only as 
the fella in a frock.”

BELIEVE IT OR NOT, the elephant is 
one of the gentlest creatures in the 
world. 

Five tons of elephant lumbered 
towards us and it was hard to believe. 
“Honestly” — my keeper-companion 
reassured me—‘“they can be positively 
dainty when they want to—for in- 
stance, if they are moving through the 
forest and want to be quiet they can 
stand on a twig without snapping it.” 

And that was the first surprise I had 
as I went in search of the truth about 
the world’s largest land animal. 

Surprise number two was that there 
are more than 500 elephants in Britain 
—living in safari parks or zoos, or 
performing in the circus. Despite cap- 
tivity, most of them seem happy to 
have exchanged the dangers of the 
forest or the bush for the guarantee 
of a good meal and freedom from 
predators. 

There are two kinds of elephant— 
African and Indian. Fossilised remains 
suggest that once there were six, and 
that the only continents which never 
saw an elephant were Australia and 
Antarctica. 

Now, the two species restrict them- 
selves to an area south of the Sahara 
and to India, Burma, Malaysia, Sri 
Lanka (formerly Ceylon), Sumatra and 
Thailand—or to the home preserves 
of the big game hunters. 

‘They are affectionate creatures. All 
they ask for is enough food. A fully- 
grown elephant can eat as much as 
3cwt. a day—grass, foliage, bark and 
fruit in the wild, or hay, cattle nuts 
and sweet tit-bits in captivity. Because 

of their prodigious appetites, the size 
of elephant populations in parts of 

Africa has to be controlled by 

shooting in order to preserve a 
balance between animal and 
vegetation. 
It was this shooting—known 
as ‘culling’—which sent scien- 
tist Douglas-Hamilton into 
the heart of Africdn elephant- 
land to find out if it was the 
only way of controlling 
elephants. He concludes it 
is not. 
Elephants breed very 
slowly. A baby elephant 
remains inside its mother 
for an average of 22 
months, But when it is 
born—what a baby! 

Most weigh about 
200lb. and stand 
3ft. high. 

African ele- 

phants are larger 
than Indian. 
They also have 
larger ears and 
tusks, but only 
three toe-nails 


on the hind 
feet instead of 
five.

similar in habits except that Indian 
elephants live longer—70 years instead 
of about 50. 

This may be because the Indian 
elephant does not have to carry so 
much weight around—about a ton 
less. The fully-grown African beast 
grows nearly 12ft. high and some 
weigh as much as six tons. 

All elephants can sleep on their 
feet, but usually nor for long, Scien- 
tists monitoring their behaviour have 
found that they sleep for an average 
of five hours a night—less than half- 
an-hour upright, the remainder lying 
on one side, 

They say ‘an elephant never for- 
gets’. So I asked a man who spends 
his life teaching elephants tricks— 
John Chipperfield, youngest of the 
three famous circus brothers. “It’s 
quite true that they are quick to 
learn,” he said, “and that once they 
have learned an act they do it right 
nearly every time. But I think the 
saying should be ‘an elephant never 
forgets a human.’” 

Each time John Chipperfield walks 
into his elephant tent, the baby ele- 
phants trumpet with excitement. 

Despite the thickness of its skin, 
an elephant—like a woman—needs to 
keep it in condition. Unlike many 
women, it actually enjoys a mudpack— 
wallowing deep in the mud or spray- 
ing water over its body with its trunk. 
And if there is no water it sprays dust. 

Every elephant in the wild gets 
through 14 sets of teeth—seven in the 
upper jaw, seven in the lower. Two of 
these are ‘milk teeth’, which it loses 
quickly. The rest appear in the front 
of the mouth two by two, on a con- 
veyor belt principle, as the preceding 
pair get worn away. When thé last 
pair have eroded, the elephant dies— 
from starvation. 

Elephants also get rheumatism. 
“That is why,” explained John Chip- 
perfield, “we keep them standing up 
on boards.” 

They also suffer colic. For many 
years, naturalists believed this was 
linked to the loud rumblings which 
come from elephants’ bellies. 

But now scientists have realised that 
the rumblings have no connection 
with digestion, They are the means by 
which elephants keep in touch with 
each other when out of sight to re- 
assure themselves. While the rumb- 
lings continue, the elephants relax. If 
they stop—it means danger. 

Danger comes in the form of a tiger 
—or more usually, nowadays, a man. 
And in  Monday’s programme, 
Douglas-Hamilton suggests that it 
would be much better for the elephant 
if—instead of shooting him to control 
the herds—man were kinder and 
simply extended the natural parks in 
which the elephant feeds.

HAT will football be 

like on New Year’s Eve, 

1983 ? Well, apart from 

the odd certainty—like Brighton 

riding high in the First Division 

—and one or two imponderables 

(will Alf Ramsey still be ae 
to get the England team to fin 

the net as he works up to the 

1986 World Cup on the Moon ?) 

I believe that the game itself will 
be vastly different in many ways. 

The biggest and best change 
in football will be that it will 
become a young man’s game, 
from the boardroom to the pitch. 
The average age of a First 
Division football manager today 
is 45. Not long ago they went on 
till they were 65 but I think this 
figure will fall below the 40- 
mark in the next 10 years. This 
summer, for the first time, the 
Professional Footballers’ Asso- 
ciation held a Management 
course at the St. Helens College 
of Technology, in Lancashire, 
with young, intelligent men like 
Paddy Crerand, Ian St. John, and 
Bobby Charlton, sitting behind a 
desk as pupil-managers, 

Young management means 
young men at boardroom level, 
too—and I can see us clearing 
out the dead wood of the men 
who treat football like a game of 
1 tiddlywinks. 
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There = a contem- 
porary trend for players to think 
that they are over the hill by the 
time they reach 30. But I 
redict a reversal of this. If we 
ive younger managers, people 
who know how to get the best 
out of a player and how to use his 
particular abilities, it will mean 
that players will last longer. We 
will go more for brains and less 
for brawn, and mature players 
of 33, 34, and 35 will be giving 
the game greater composure 
and grace. 
tt about football itself in 
Britain? We’ve seen fear creep- 
ing into it—the chronic fear of 
losing, and this has created 
ap methodical football, re- 
flected at its worst at international 
level, The influx of young, 
creative people at all levels of the 
game will do more for it than any 
artificial stimulants, like giving 
pone for goals and changing the 
rules. 


I think we'll close the gap in 
ball skill between ourselves and 
the continentals. We will en- 
courage, develop and demand 
skill from our players because, 
if it comes to a choice, people 
would rather see skill than goals. 
The Italian League is the only 
one in Europe which showed an 
increase in attendances last 
season, and they have the most 
defensive football in the world, 
But, as we saw at Wembley in 
October, they have an abundance 
of skill. 

We'll get the players—we 
might even get round to im- 
porting a few continental ones— 
and we'll have the people to 
watch them, in comfort. One 
day, certainly before 1984, one 
rich First Division club is 
going to announce that their 
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ground will be converted to 
seated, covered stands all round 
the pitch. Once one team does it, 
the rest will follow. 

It will certainly cost more for 
the average fan—a pound or two 
admission for each match—but 
I think he’ll be prepared to pay 
for more comfort and better 
facilities. 

Youth, skill, facilities; it 
sounds good and I really think 
that it can happen in the next 
few years. 

This last year may have been 
one of self-examination for 
English soccer—but it’s been a 
hell of a year for me, personally. 
I started it leading Derby in the 
European Cup. I signed for ITV 
in August, and ended up in the 
Third Division with Brighton in 
November, 

We had a lot of Christmasses 
at Derby, and they didn’t always 
come at the end of the year. 
The champagne flowed in the 
dressing-room and I built up 
my own stock of the stuff—the 
best I could get—at home. And 
I'd earned it, 

Now I’m going to get it 
coming through the taps at 
Brighton, despite the hammerings 
we took last month. Which brings 
me, at this festive time, to ponder 
over what to send Sam Longson, 
the Chairman at Derby, for 
Christmas. I could think of a 
million things—like balloons with 
a few well chosen words written 
on them—but I’ll be nice, and 
offer him the present he might 
least like to receive—Brighton’s 
success.

© you think the life of an air hostess is a 

D non-stop round of jaunts to romantic 

places? Well, have a word with Kathy 
O'Neill. 

“Tt was nothing like that,” says Kathy, a shapely 
brunette now down to earth from working as a 
Norwich-based airline hostess to concentrate on 
being Anglia TV’s Miss Anglia, 1973, “There 
simply wasn’t time to stand still, let alone chat up 
the passengers—we were too busy serving drinks 
and meals.” 

Kathy, 26, is no stranger to the beauty game— 
but insists she is not a professional. “Those are 
the girls who take it all so seriously,” she says. 
“If they don’t get placed in a contest it means they 
don’t earn any money, And they get terribly 
upset. If you go into a beauty competition not 
expecting to win you can have a load of laughs.” 

Kathy, 5ft. 8in. tall with a pair of the bluest of 
blue eyes, hasn’t done too badly for an amateur. 
The £300 she collected when she was named 
Miss Anglia brought her beauty earnings up to 
£1,000—earned over three months. 

She won the Miss Daily Mirror title with a prize 
of £100, and the Miss Reveille competition to pick 
up £500. On top of that, the Miss Anglia award 
brought with it. £100-worth of clothes and a 
contract with Anglia TV that is likely to earn her 
another £2,000 over the next 12 months. 

Her husband is the works manager of a large 
firm of car dealers and Kathy—36-24-36—comes 
from Derby, where she originally planned to be 
a physical training teacher. 

“But,” she says, “all my friends left school and 
began earning money. I hated being the odd one 
out, so I became an apprentice hairdresser.”

on earth. I was playing with a 

cute little lion cub during re- 
hearsals for Chipperfield’s Christmas 
Circus when there was a scream from 
one of the circus girls. 

I smiled my Jungle Jim smile at 
her as if to say: “Don’t worry, little 
lady, this tiny creature is quite harm- 
less,” when I noticed that several of 
the technicians were looking a bit 
pale and glassy-eyed, too. 

Through the corner of my eye I 
noticed a lion’s paw about the size 
of a beach parasol waving about near 
my left ear. I, of course, stood my 
ground in cool, calm, collected terror 
—a chicken in the lions’ den. 

Later, when I was able to unfreeze 
my brain, they told me it was a 
lioness who resented a strange ring- 
master playing with one of her cubs 
and had reached through the bars of 
her cage to deliver a queen-of-the- 
jungle-sized clip round the ear. 

What with lions and producers 
looking as if they would like to bite 
my head off, I bet the need to re- 
build my prestige with a bit of whip- 
cracking. So I asked a circus hand to 
teach me the art. 

“It’s very easy,” he said. “A fool 
could learn it inside 10 minutes.” 

Later that night I got my first 
crack out of the thing, but even that 
wasn’t a magnificent achievement. 
Somehow, getting the sound by 
wrapping it sharply round your own 
wrist doesn’t count. 

No one was very impressed, least 
of all Mary Chipperfield, who pits 
her will against nine Bengal tigers, 
faster and more cunning than lions, 
in the Christmas Day show. 

Mary’s full-time occupation is 
looking after the Lions of Longleat 
with her husband, Roger Cawley. 
She does the tiger act for FUN! 

“Scared? No, I don’t have time 
to be,” she said. “I’m concentrating 
too hard in the cage. You mustn’t 
take your eyes off them for a second. 
You have to remember which ones 
get angry if you shout at them and 
which ones won’t move unless you 
do. Fortunately, they are trained in 
such a way that they enjoy the tricks 
they do; they are never forced into 
anything they dislike.” 

Child’s play, then? 

“If you've trained all your life, 
yes,” said Mary, “and so long as you 
don’t do anything silly, like tripping. 
The animals might think you're 
having a game and jump on you, 
so things could get out of hand. 
Fatalities are unusual though — the 
last one was more than two years ago, 
a French lion-tamer.” 

I couldn’t imagine our friendly 
lions doing that—not after seeing one 
mother push one of her cubs close 
up to the bars, so that a trainer could 

t it. 

Mary said her friends think she is 
mad, 

“But the circus is in my blood,” 
she said, “I find it impossible to stay 
away from the big top.” 

As a child she had to learn all the 


f HAVE just had the greatest fright 


skills with her circus family. She 
went to boarding school and during 
her holidays she would be taught 
such arts as acrobatic horseriding and 
high-wire walking, She also had to 
know how to help keep the tent on 
the ground when a high wind blew 
up. 
“Everyone in a circus mucks in 
and works hard,” she said. “There 
isn’t a more exciting or exhilarating 
life — and for successful acts the 
rewards are high, too.” 

Top lion-tamers, for instance, can 
earn £1,000 a week and animal acts 
can net their owners about £500. But 
when you consider that it takes more 
than a year to train a lion, after a six- 
month stay in quarantine, the ex- 
penses can seem high. 

The profession has not altered 
much since the 17th century, when 
travelling showmen exhibited their 
animals and their skills at fun fairs. 
The biggest changes are only taking 
place now, as television makes child- 
ren more sophisticated and demand- 
ing. Circus proprietors, therefore, 
have to travel the world, seeking 
new and better acts to satisfy the 
demand. 

“But slapstick still gets the biggest 
laughs,” remarked the circus’s Pro- 
fessor Grimble (Tommy Fossett). 
“You daren’t try any of the subtle 
stuff when you're clowning. They 
prefer a gallon of whitewash down 
the trousers any day.” 

Fossett reckoned his family has 
been in the business as long as the 
Chipperfields. 

“And maybe far longer,” he added,

“because we were descended from 
the old Court Jesters.” 

However far back they go, the 
future for circuses seems secure. 
They are one of the few remaining 
live entertainments for the whole 
family. People realise the tragic pos- 
sibility that one day soon there won't 
be any wild animals outside zoos, 
circuses and safari parks. 

The Chipperfields, apart from 
being the world’s foremost animal 
trainers, were the first to introduce 
game reserves outside Africa. They 
now run several of the famous ones 
around Britain. In South Africa, 40 
miles from Durban, Natal, they have 
more than 4,000 animals, from ante- 
lopes to rhinos, running free in more 
than 40,000 acres. They are multi- 
plying at a healthy rate and serving 
a double purpose—forming an out- 
door zoo and a breeding-ground to 
keep circuses supplied. 

“We are often asked if animals are 


happy in circuses,” said Dick GS 
perfield junior, Mary’s cousin. 
have only to look at their se 
condition to find the answer te 
question. Of course, it would 
wonderful if animals could 
freely all their lives, but there are 
many people in the world now 
the breeding-grounds are being 
croached on. Many rare breeds 
killed so that starving families 
live, and in local wars whole 
are wiped out by machine gun to 
armies on the move.

The best alcohol to drink 
if you want to avoid a 
hangover this Christmas 
and New Year is gin, 
vodka or white wine. 

That is not an Old Wives’ 
Tale but a tip from a research 


worker at the Middlesex Hos- 
pital, London, who has spent two 
years investigating the causes of 
and cures for—hangovers. 

The advice is based on experi- 
ments carried out with 50 
medical students who drank 
various kinds of alcohol in 
measured quantities, 

Week by week—after a ‘stan- 
dard’ meal of meat and two 
veg.—the students knocked back 
in turn brandy, rum, whisky, 
gin, vodka, beer, red and white 
wine, 

They were given alcohol in 
proportion to their weight—in 
the case of a 13-stone man 
drinking brandy it worked out at 
just over half a pint, 

Next morning, the students 
filled in questionnaires describ- 
ing their hangovers, These were 
analysed by Dr. Gaston Pawan, 
a biochemist at the Middlesex 
Hospital who is investigating 
how alcohol is absorbed by the 
human body. 

As a result, he drew up a 
‘hangover table’. 

Worst hangover culprit is 
brandy. Next are whisky, rum 


and beer. Gin and vodka have the 
least effect. White wine (the 
students drank Riesling) pro- 
duces dess of a hangover than 
red (Beaujolais and Macon). 

“We believe the degree of 
hangover is related not to the 
alcohol itself, but to other things 
in it called ‘congeners’,” said 
Dr. Pawan. “Congeners give 
wines and spirits their taste, 
aroma or bouquet. They are 
esters, aldehydes, carbon com- 
pounds and essential oils—they 
are only there in minute amounts 
but the more present the worse 
the hangover, it seems.” 

Nobody knows quite why 
these substances produce malaise, 
nor why a bad hangover is 
usually accompanied by a throb- 
bing head—except that, in the 
latter case, alcohol apparently 
widens the blood vessels leading 
to the brain, 

What the researchers have 
established is that excessive 
drinking causes the body to 
release water. With a hangover, 
therefore, usually goes de-hydra- 
tion—the cells themselves, in 
addition to the bladder, excrete 


water, So, the following morn- 
ing, the body craves a ‘top-up’, 

A long drink of water—either 
taken before going to bed or 
first thing in the morning—does 
only good, 

Dr. Pawan and fellow scien- 
tists have also looked into 
other cures for hangovers, if 
drinking water does not do the 
trick; All say that “more re- 
search needs to be done”— 
and indeed in Finland they have 
set up an Institute for the Study 
of Alcohol. 

Meanwhile, it seems that 
fructose (fruit sugar, available 
from shops in tablet-form) defi- § 
nitely reduces hangover, both 
when the alcohol is being drunk 
and the following morning. So 
does vitamin C, They apparently 
stimulate the liver to break down 
the alcohol more rapidly. 

Vitamin B also appears to be 
useful for clearing the brain. 

Dr. Pawan’s personal hang- § 
over recipe ? 

“Frozen orange juice, recon- 
stituted, and plenty of water. 
And if that doesn’t work—honey 
and lemon.”

JAMES DEAN 


the making of a martyr 


by ANNA MOTSON 


tn life he was a star, an idol. His violent end made him a martyr ... almost a god. Only now, after 
nearly 20 years, are new clues emerging to explain James Dean and his startling death cult. Giant, 
to be seen on ITV on New Year’s Day, was his third and last film. He was killed in a car crash before it 
could be screened. It was the end of a rebel convinced by a friendly pastor that all men are bad 


WHEN JAMES DEAN died in 1955 at the 
wheel of his 6,000-dollar sports car,

David Puttnam, who runs Good- 
Genes Enterprises, says: “I was an 
edolescent when James Dean was 
tilled and it was one of the most 
sattering events I remember, When 
1 got into films one thing I felt I 
tec to do was to make a picture 
shout him.” 

Researching into Dean’s life, it be- 
somes clear today that if he had not 
been influenced by Dr. James de 
Weerd, things may well have taken a 
@ferent course. His life certainly 
marted ordinarily enough. James 
Byron Dean was born in Marion, 
Indiana, on February 8, 1931, the only

child of comfortably-off parents, His 
Quaker father, Winton Dean, was a 
dental mechanic, his Methodist mother 
a farmer’s daughter. But when James 
was barely eight years old his mother, 
whom he adored and who spoiled him 
outrageously, died before reaching her 
30th birthday. It was a blow from 
which he never recovered. 

Thinking that it wasin the boy’s best 
interests, Winton Dean sent his son 
to live with an aunt and uncle in the 
mid-West country town of Fairmount. 
He was happy enough and the couple 
looked on him as their own child, but 
James, like so many of his war-torn 
generation, grew into a withdrawn and 
incommunicative adolescent. ‘That was 
when his friend Dr. James de Weerd, 
a local pastor and war hero, appeared 
on the scene. He was a powerful and 
persuasive preacher and he had a 
decisive influence on young Dean’s 
attitude to life. 

His teaching reinforced Dean’s 
feeling that he was bad, that all men 
are bad and in need of redemption, It 
was a theory which impressed the boy 
profoundly, for suddenly he knew why 
his mother had died and why his father 
had sent him away to live with rela- 
tives—it was because he was bad: so 
bad that even his own parents could 
not love him, 

But the real danger was Dean’s 
love of speed and motor racing. The 
fiery preacher taught him to have no 
fear of dying and to believe in personal 
immortality, and when Dean drove 
a car or rode a motorbike he had only 
one speed — flat out. 

His talent as an actor had already 
been shown in a modest way in school 
productions, and early in the 1950s, 
with a loan from Dr, James de Weerd 
to help him over the first few months, 
James Dean went to New York to 
study acting. After a spell at the 
Actors’ Studio and a series of small 
parts in television plays, he first came 
to the notice of the critics in the stage 
play See The Jaguar. One reviewer 
said of him: “James Dean is extra- 
ordinary in the almost impossible role 
of a bewildered lad who has been 
completely cut off from a vicious 
world by an over-zealous mother.” 

His image as a lost, fumbling out- 
sider at odds with his environment was 
set from the start. The production 
folded within a week, bur his perfor- 


mance had been seen by film director 
Elia Kazan and on the strength of it 
he gave Dean his first major role—the 
part of the small-town farmboy, Cal, 
in East of Eden, 

It was the break he needed. East of 
Eden was closely followed by Rebel 
Without a Cause, and with these two 
films James Dean mirrored a whole 
generation. Restless teenagers caught 
up in the post-war stresses of the 
1950s were desperately searching for 
an identity. The divorce rate was soar- 
ing, family life was fragmenting, the 
new-found affluence did not seem to 
be the key to happiness after all, and 
life was becoming more insecure as 
families moved around the country in 
search of the American Dream of 
“making it”. 

The damage caused to these child- 
ren produced the first teenage sub- 
culture seeking to break away from 
parental authority and accepted social 
conventions. James Dean expressed 
their rebellion, not only in the roles he 
played on the screen but in his clothes, 
his looks and, most important of all, in 
his private life. Thanks, largely, to the 
way of Dr. James de Weerd, he real- 
ised he was the confused, searching, 
aggressive, tormented boy he por- 
trayed in his films and as such his 
appeal to youth everywhere was im- 
mediate and overwhelming. 

Tens of thousands of letters poured 
into Warner Brothers studios daily— 
unheard of adulation in those days for 
a 23-year-old newcomer. But James

Dean, still immature and totally un- 
prepared for this kind of attention, 
hated it. He had come to Hollywood 
to act, not to be an idol. 

It was ironical that the affection and 
attention which so overwhelmed him 
in public should elude him in private. 
For a time it seemed that he had found 
the love he craved in young Italian 
actress Pier Angeli. But, because it is 
said her Catholic mother disapproved 
of him, Pier broke off their relationship 
and soon afterwards married singer 
Vic Damone. Heartbroken, Dean ex- 
pressed his feelings by dressing in 
black and waiting outside the church 
on his motorbike. When the couple 
emerged he roared noisily out of town, 
not to be seen or heard of for several 
days. 

But Warner Brothers left Dean no 
time to brood, for now the cameras 
were turning again: for Giant, his 
third film in 16 months. The role of 
Jett Rink was a departure for Dean, 
for this time the mistrustful, neurotic 
character he played had to grow up as 
he grew rich on Texas oil. The 
Observer's film critic, C. A. Lejeune, 
said of his performance; “James Dean 
is admirable. The scene in which he 
learns that he has ittherited a few acres 
of land, and refuses an unbelievable 
sum of money if he will sell, is a classic 
of its kind.” 

But it hardly mattered what the 
critics thought, for by the time Giant 
was screened James Dean was dead. 
He was killed/continued on page 93

on show, adoring fans paid to sit in the blood-stained driving seat 


continued/on Friday, September 30, 
1955—a victim of his own recklessness 
—when he crashed his new Porsche 
ito an oncoming car at more than 
100m.p.h. Hollywood was stunned. 

But no one could have predicted the 
aftermath. In life James Dean was a 
mar, an idol; in death he became a 
martyr, almost a god. It was as if the 
way he had died put a seal on the 
way he had lived. The acceptance of 
death was his ultimate act of rebellion. 

His following actually increased. 
The studios were flooded with letters 
addressed to Dean, many from fans 
who refused to believe that he was 
dead; teenage girls set up shrines to 
him in their bedrooms, lighting candles 
and brooding over pictures of their lost 
hero; newspapers reported suicides by 
fans who wanted to be closer to him; 
and men who bore even the slightest 
sesemblance to James Dean were 
mobbed in the streets, 

Soon, magazines devoted to the life 
of James Dean were selling as fast as 
they appeared on the bookstalls; 
records were issued with titles such as 
Ferwny Dean's Christmas in Heaven; 
and life-like heads of Dean, made of 
Sesh-coloured plastic, were sold by the 
thousand. Hundreds of Spiritualists 
claimed to be in contact with him and 
eelayed his messages to spellbound, 
fee-paying audiences, while numerous 
women claimed, through their lawyers, 
that they had secretly married him 
and borne his children. 

Worst of all, the twisted carcass of 
his car was put on show not far from

the studio where Dean made his films. 
For a fee, fans could clamber through 
the wreckage, and for a little extra 
they could sit in the blood-stained 
driving seat. Small wonder that 
Stewart Stern, writer of Rebel With- 
out a Cause and a friend of Dean’s, 
said: “The Dean legend is a sick 
legend which has been carried to mor- 
bid lengths. Jimmy would have been 
appalled,” 

East of Eden had barely arrived in 
Britain before James Dean died, but 
the cult quickly spread here, too. 
Phrases were coined by the Press— 
Deanagers, the Deanage Rebellion— 
and critics were joined by psychiatrists 
and sociologists in an attempt to 
analyse the phenomenon. One young 
man shot himself in a London cinema 
where East of Eden was showing; a 
G.P.O. driver, who had seen Rebel 
Without a Cause 400 times, changed 
his name by deed poll to James Dean 
and left his job and wife to devote 
himself to keeping Dean’s memory 
alive; and in Brighton two teenage 
girls forswore all boyfriends to mourn 
beneath Dean’s photograph. 

Ina This Week programme in 1957 
one young interviewee told the re- 
porter: “The older generation has 
God. We have James Dean.” 

What would have become of Dean 
had he lived must remain a matter of 
conjecture, He was undoubtedly a dis- 
turbed character, much disliked in 
Hollywood. Elia Kazan said: “He 
could not have become a star at any 
other moment —certainly not if he 
were starting today. In 1954 people 
wanted a boy who was all mixed up. 
Dean is a legend because he is dead, 
no one like him could now be a star.” 

Perhaps not, but then James Dean 
achieved more than just stardom, He 
created an image of his time and fixed 
that image by dying before he was 
overtaken by new fashions, new faces, 
James Dean is the eternal teenager of 
the 1950s and as such he has a place 
in social history as well as the history 
of the cinema.

IT 18 MOST distressing to read 
Miss Miller’s letter in Playback 
about the loudness of my music 
for The Brontés of Haworth. 

As the composer of music for 
more than 50 television produc- 
tions (including The Great War, 
Horizon, Cider with Rosie, The 
British Empire, Pollyanna, Love 
Story), may I suggest that 
without incidental music many 
films and plays would appear 
colourless and incomplete. 

There are productions for 
which I have been asked to 
comy where I felt that music 
would spoil the drama, and in 
such cases I have made myself 
(as Miss Miller says) an “‘un- 
employed composer”’, 

A composer for drama will 
always ‘dip’ his music under 
dialogue so as not to obscure it, 
unless asked to do otherwise, 
Marc Miller, the producer and 
director of The Brontés, asked 
that the music under the chil- 
dren’s scenes in Episode 1 should 
obscure their dialogue, as he 
wished only to create an atmos- 
phere at that point in the drama, 
and the commentary carried the 
essence of the drama. 

The volume of the music 
dubbed on to the finished play or 
film depends entirely on the 
decision of the producer and 
director, and even softly com- 
posed music can be played over- 
whelmingly if he so wishes, I 
feel that Marc Miller made the 
right decisions in this poignant 
series.

Sacrificed 

WE AWAITED with a sense of 
anticipation the episode by Mr. 
Tony Parker in the series Six 
Days of Fustice which dealt with 
a man charged with indecent 
exposure. 

Our knowledge of Mr Parker's 
previous contributions to the 
field of criminology led us to 
hope this programme might have 
brought enlightenment to, and 
indeed evoked compassion from, 
the public. Those expectations 
were sacrificed in a sensational 
and grossly misleading portrayal 
of a highly emotive subject. 

We found the representation 
of the various roles distasteful in 
the extreme, and far removed 
from reality. 

As professional social workers, 
we object particularly to the 
maudlin, subjective, and hys- 
terical outbursts of the probation 
officer. Whatever the programme 
set out to achieve, we must 
regrettably conclude it brought 
despair to such offenders and 
their families, who must regard 
their situation as hopeless. 

Despite the sweeping general- 
isation made at the conclusion of 
the progtemme, we know that 
such offenders are amenable to
